Tlie .suggestion was favor- 
ably ri'ceived by tlioaa -interested in 
Arctic allair.s and in the cause o£ hu 
inanity, tiecietary Chandler considered 
the proposition sti favoi ably as to re- 
commend that an aj^pr^priaiion of the 
amount named be made by Congrss for 
thai purpose. .\ l.iiU in accordance 
with ihe reeoinmendation was intro- 
duced in the lIuuMO of Reprcientaiivea 
some weeks ago. but there the matter 
si'cins to have rested.

Tho oflering of a bounty is not a new 
thing in the hi.story of the tlovern- 
ment. There ne\er was a rase which 
appealed so nuich for an inceniivi! 
lo help it along than the search foi- 
(ll'rely, e.spiH'ial 1 V when considered in 
tin: light of I lie almost i;riminal nogli- 
geuce which resulted in the failure of 
the .search expiuliiion sent out last 
summer. The ( lovernmenl would risk 
nothing in tluiotler. If (!ree|y sliould 
not be found by ihe whalemen lliey 
would get nothing. If they should 
tinil him, the ( iovernment would have 
the honor of saving one victim, at 
least, from the long list of those who 
have been Kueriticed ou the altar of 
.•Arctic o.xploratioii.

Our morning' contemporary, 
though so far left to itself as to quote tlio 
Nanainio Free Prciis, will hardly sug<,'e8t 
a second time that tiie province, by in- 
action, should risk the loss of §50,000 or 
§100,000 of taxation this year on our 
eastern frontier! On the Indian ([ues 
tion, it tries now to evade a plain issue by 
silly pprsnnalitics. Our coutempurary 
alone amidst our population, appears to 
be oblivious of tlie fact tlfat the Indiun.s 
have not impr6v|pd since confederation, 
that it was its ' (Jwn' former patron, Mr. 
Walkeni, who first complained of the in- 
creasing charges in respect of Indian 
criminal oflences, and thiit it is not we, 
originally, but the Indi.in.-i tlieiusulvos, as 
well as' independent settlers throughout 
tho country who have been driven lately 
to oomplain — as our columns show, and 
might more fully have shown — of want of 
sympathy and intelligence on the part of 
the local Indian department. Public 
business cannot be discussed without some 
reference to public men. What is the 
use of the press if it does not put its 
finger on a faulty system and suggest 
remedies to the authoritiosf Is our con- 
temporary prepared to say that the lands 
assigned to the lndi:ins liave been util 
ized, that tho facts of the Metlakahtia 
disputoiare known at Ottawa, that the re- 
cent troiibier 'with the Nipola Valley In 
diana is an encouragihg spectacle, or that 
Victoria is a proper place of permanent 
residence for a vi.'iiting superintendent! 
It is tiatural perhaps that an enemy of t he 
province on the grout iiuestioiis of the 
hour should champion (Janadian olticials 
no matter with what result to the pro- 
vince. Our contemporary is judiciously 
silent on the Halifax award money ipu's 
tion. That tiuestion was unl;iii > wn to t he 
late govern men t, or wa.s eiilirely neglected 
by them, Our contemiiorary loathes to 
think that tho province may get a large 
Hum annually under this head. The 
Ottawa c'abifiet, remarkable for "astute- 
ness," was the fetish of the late govern- 
ment, 'i'o them what was hinted at 
t)ltawa,wa3 law and gospel. NVe need not 
say that such a haljit bred contempt, and 
caused failure in everything they tiiuched. 
There are two aides in all i|ueslion3 be- 
tween tho province and the Dominion; we 
have to secure our interests. There, alsn,

MANITOBA MATTERS. 

It is now generally under.stood that 
Manitoba is likely to succeed in obtaining 
at least some of the concossiona aakcd for 
by Promior Norquny and the dulegatea 
accompanying him, who recently waited 
on the goveriiinent .-it Ottawa. The cab- 
inet considered the wliole situation and 
decided to send a vessel to explore Ilud- 
son Straits, with the view of testing the 
practicability of navigating that inland 
sea — Hudson Bay. Should tho explora- 
tions bo found favorablojtho parties hold- 
ing tho iimalgamated cha.rters will receive 
a land grant at a nominal figure. It is a 
condition, however, tliat the company 
shall make satisfactory orrangements with 
the 31aaitoba government for the early 



completion of tho Hudson Bay EallwaJ-', 
fair tariff rates for transportation and pre- 
vention of amalgamation with the C. P. 
R. railway. In the memoranda and 
statomonts prepared by tho Manitoba 
government the desire . .is expressed for a ' 
further extonstOD of|'jthe rboundaries of 
that province northward to^Hudsoii Hay 
and westward to tho 102nd meridian. The 
executive council of Manitoba also urged 
the extension to Manitoba of the same 
privileges enjoyed by the other provinces 
with respect to the administration of pub- 
lio lands and the necessity of a change in 
the subsidy owing to the iuadequapy, of 
the intermittent increases in tKe subsidy' 
and a removal of tho inequalities oxiaiing 
ii> Manitoba as compared with the other 
provinces. It is rumored that an arrange- 
ment has been made by which the pro- 
vince secures tho administration of the 
odd numbered section.] of tho public lands, 
increase in the subsidy by quiuejuennial 
periods instead of by decennials, as in 
other provinces, tho school hinds t<i be 
retained in trust by the Doinuiiiiii ( io\ 
ernmont, but further advances to Iu; luaile 
to the provincial governinont on the se 
curity of those lands. The oxtenKioiia of 
boundaries asked for will, it is rumored, 
not bo granted. If these arntngejnents 
have been made, tho peoido of' Manitoba 
will see that the Dominion Ooverimient 
desire to meet their wishes to the fullest 
possible degree, and aro anxious thut 
nothing should be left undone to place 
Manitoba in every respect on an equality 
with till! older provinces. 

UEliMANY AND THE UM l'Eli 
STATES. 

During the past few weeks a alight dif- 
ficulty has arisen between the United 
States and Qermany in reference to what 
is now known 08 the Lasker reHolutions 
The trouble had been brewing for some 
time, but not until those resolutions were 
about tube submitted to thetleniian 
reichstag did an actual outbreak take 
lilace. A Now York dispatch say.s that 
lirivate advices received by ( ierinan .\mi'n 
can Congressmen from Oermaiiy induce 
them to think that one of the objects oi 
liisinarek in returning tho Lasker reso 
lution was to cause a taritf war between 
the two countries. Copies of Liberal pa- 
pers of Germany received by the last 
steamer confirm this view. The attitude 
of Bismarck's government on the pork 
ijuestion, they say, finds its legitimate 
sc(|uenci! in the La.sker incident. The 
fact that the Ooriiiaiis would bo tliegiirat- 
er losers by such a dispute would not, it 
is said, deter IJismarcli, who is not a 
iriend of tho people, and who would not 
be disturbed if they should have the tax 
burdens increased. A tarill" war with 
.\merica would secure for him the in- 
dustrial iscdatioii of tuMliiaiiy, whieli he is 
thought to desire. The continued at- 
taeka upon Sargent by the tiermaii otli 
oial press are interpreted by the Liberals 
iu Oermuny as intended to force a rupture 
of diplomatic relations. Newspapers pub- 
lished in the port cities of (iernuiny ex 
press the gn!atest ap[U'ehension over the 
result. It ia suggested that the tiisi 
move of Bismarck's government would l)e 
to increase the duty un American petro- 
leum 20 per cent.

EGYPT. 

,Si;.u;iN, March 14. — In the engage- 
ment yesterday tho British advttnp^,.ii» 
t wo- brigades, which were throwii^in'to 
four squares.

Suakin, March 14.— r The hussars made 
a forward movement and cutoff the re- 
treat of the rebels to Sinktat. They 
hofie to save the families in tho garrison 
from being massacred. 

LoNLio.N, March 13. — Dispatches from 
Suakin says the enemy was enabled to 
pi'iietral,' the second square and were 
captured by inovemnnts of guns und the 
I'.l iek W'a'tdi regiment, which advanced 
iinpet ii.Hisly :ind broke the ranks.

the interment of the dead miners, most of 
whom lire foreigners. It appem-s that an 
cNploi iiig entered tlie mines a slioit dis- 
tance and brought out six bodies in a fright- 
fully mutilated condition. There is no hope 
that any will be rescued alive.

'I'he Kluil of Men Who May 
Have EiiKiueered tiic Ytc> 
toria Station Explosion. 

The Now York, press are becoming 
.alarmed at the spread of dynamiters iu 
tho United Status, and thus report the 
proceedings of a recent meeting: Tho 
blood-drinkers who compose the Fenian 
Brotherhood whose motto is "Burn overy- 
iliing English but her coal," mot this 
evening in Bro .klyn to further pl.uis for 
accouiplisliing llio benovolent object. Aft- 
er a bed tiouB speech by tho chuirinan 
inciting his auditors to murder and arson 
that wuh received by a howl of applause, 
a good and true worker in tho cause of 
scientific warfare — Mr. Walker Elliott, of 
New York— was introduced. "Tho Fen- 
ian Brotherhood," ho said, "appointed a 
coiiimitloe for the mamifaoturo of dyna- 
mite, and we got hold of Prof. iVIorzofl'. 
He invented a dynamite bomb that can be 
carried under tho arm as safe as a loaf of

poor to earthj they will have to pay tho 
poiialty." 

There wore men ready to do the work 
now if they were sent the sinews of war. 
Mr. Elliott concluded his address with 
tho information that any iiiember of the 
brotherhood in the room might bo sud- 
denly sent across the water and perhaps 
get u. halter around his neek, which wmild 
be an immortal honor.

l4rii|>l>N <>r<lii:iii(M> Works. 

I.'. S. CoiiHiil I'otter, of Crofeld, (ier 
many .reports to the Secretary of St.ite mi 
Krupp's Bteel ordnance works at Kaseii. 
lie says the forgoing process reijuires vast 
arraiigemcntn on account of tho immense 
weight of tho pieces to bo handled, one 
of which sometimes weighs over sixty 
tons. The steam hammer in use for this 
purpose weighs fifty tons, and has a stroke 
of t^n feet." 'Another hammer being oon- 
structod, weighinc; about 130 tons, will 
cost over §2,600,000. Two years is re- 
quired for tho manufact ure of a sixteen 
inch gun, 'Jih calibres in length. Tho 
foundry is able to complete each year from 
tliree thuuaand to four thousand field and 
mountain guns, five hundred siege, fort- 
ress, naval, and const guns of light cali- 
bre, and ono hundred heavy naval and 
coast guns. It is now engaged in con- 
structing ten sixtoen-inch guu.s, 25 calibres 
ill length, weighing l'2i tons, for the Ital- 
ian Government, at a cost of 894,000 francs 
each, for the purpose of coast defence. 
The Chiiicso Government has ordered 
guns for coast defence and naval purposes 
of similar dimensions and power. The 
foundry has already furnished that Gov 
t'rnnient with four hundred and twenty- 
five cannon of loss weight. 



Human Skeletons Found. 

A few days since while Paul Lancellu 
and John Platte were engaged in mining 
at the foot of Nigger Gulch in Jesus Maria, 
a small village about sis miles southeast 

of Mokelumiie Hill, Cal., thoy unearthed 
ton human skolotons about five feet from 
tho surface and within a apnco eight feet 
aquaro. Ono skull was found with a bul- 
let hole through it. In early daya the

old cellar, and itiat on" the very ground 
where thoy were taken out once stood a 
large building used as a danco house, lead 
others to believe that tho whole patty 
were murdered at various times and 
secretly buried there.

A gas company furuishiuggns il- 
luminating purposes containing a trace of 
sulpburottod hydrogen shaUlaciir'n penalty 
of not les.s thau §50 for the Urst offence, 
and .Slun for each subsanuent oll'euoo. Gas 
(•oiiipaiii(!H must, in their accounts aent to 
t^iis 01 in-^nmrrs, sliito the nuality and illuiii- 
inaiiiig pDwor cf the gas [iiniishod, and will 
Uc unable to rcciivcr the amount nf the ac- 
count if the consumer jirove that the gas 
furnished them was inf.-rior to that luen- 
tioued iu the account. All coiupaniea' g.is 
imiHt be inspected bythe proper insjuctor 
and a certifloate posted once a week for 
arge gas companies, and ouco a fortnight

Smith's right to u 
patent iif the Dominion has boon contost- 
od on Olio ground or another since 1870. 
In 1880 the Chancellor of Ontario decided 
that ho had no such right, anil the Court 
of Appeal, while deciding that tho Cliaii- 
cullor waa wrong, dismissed tho appeal 011 
other grounds. The case was then taken 
tu the Supreme Court, where it was argued 
in November, 1882. Judge Henry, Fodr- 
iiicr, und Taachereau gave judgment in 
favor of tho p'ainliflf on all the points, 
while Jqdge Strong dissented on thu 
ground that the patent, was not a novelty.

■ How the Egyptialn soldier ' atjquit ed 
UU 'phenomenal nbii-tiijlitiricf qualities 

well told by iMokoiizie Wallace in 
his recent volume ou Egypt and tlio 
Egyptian question. To begin at the 
beginniiisf) the fellah is brouijlic up on 
the hur bush (stick) in the Banie way 
thftt SQiue infants are brought uj) on 
the bottle, with the iliHVreuc-(! that the 
fellah always reniaius (in infant, and 
tlie stick is alwiiys in near proxiaiity 
to his bare l¥ic)f 'pr the ^l^i of U^s fe.et. 
AVhutever the Qo.vernraeut waats of 
bim, whether taxes or military seri 
vice— aud it never manifests itaelf 
him in any other light— the first indi- 
CEitian pf its noeda is diaelosed to liis 
aj)preheiision by the kurbaah. 

The method of recruiting for tlie 
ariuy is simple. Tlie village aheiUh 
gives the names o£ a certain uuuiber, 
of msa (to the police, wjio go to the 
hovels of the luckless fellaheen aiul 
drive them into the streets, put iron 
collars or yokes around their necks, 
faatou tlie several collars together hy a 
chain, and drive them, as cuttle are 
driven in other countries, to the prison, 
to be examined by the medical otHcers. 
"A stranger," says Mr. 'Wallace, 
"when slopping in a quiet village, 
wliioh he nacurally supposes to bo the 
abode of perpetual undisturbed tran- 
quillity, may be suddenly awakened at 
night by a violent altercation outside, 
which begin.s by gruU, bass male voices, 
and culminates in .'ilirill, hysterical fal- 
setto tone.>j, resembling tlie unmusical, 
ljlaiutiv(i liowlingH of the professional 
wallers at a native fuuracl. Tlie lirsl 
time he is so disturbed he prolinbly as- 
Butuea that it is a case of burglary or 
manslaughter, and rushes out with the 
laudable purpose of supporting vigor- 
ously the party of law and onler; but he 
tinds, to his disapjiointaieiit, that it is 
nothing more serious than tlio cu[itur- 
ing of a recruit for the araiy; aiul 
though it may be quite true, asilie wo- 
men tremulously decl iie, that the vil- 
lage sheikh, in making the choice of his 
victim, has been influenced by back- 
sheesh, the arguuRMits adduced j>ro a.m\ 
involved sucli contradictory state- 
ments of fact and sucli c()ni[)licatt'd con- 
siderations of law and nioruls, that lie 
will probably, as a stranger, not feel 
ju.stitied in interfering with the aqtjoii 
of the legally constituted authorities. 
The great majority of the recruits en- 
deavor to j)rove bv wordy arguments, 
solemn asseverations, expressive ges- 
tures and ri.'volting contortions that 
they are totally until for military ser 
vice; and when the argunuMits fail, im- 
portunate entreaties, heartrending ap- 
peals or indignant protests are employ- 
ed. In vain the police, with tlie aid of 
their sticks and switclies, endeavor to 
keep order and impose .silence;; the most 
obstinate [Kirsistently break from the 
ranks and have to be ke[it iu their 
places by force. Tho.'in who have no 
glaring, corporeal defeot, and who have- 
not succeeded in privately conciliating 
the medical ofKcers or the military au 
thorities, are marched oil." 

Once in the army the recruit is given 
up for deail by ail bis friends. h[is term 
of service is li.\:ed by the %vill of the 
Government, and it' he survives tJu- 
harsh treatment of his oHicers and the 
casualties of war until old age, he is 
turned out almost pensionless, to be a 
burden ujjon relatives who have for- 
gotten him and who have .scarce enough 
for their own HU]>port, It is no wonder, 
wliith such prospects before tluMii, that 
those liable to conscription mutilate 
themselves by cutting off the right 
forefinger and putting out the right 
eye, This practice was so common in 
the time of Muhemet All that that ^n- 
ligbtened Prince formed battalion.-i of 
oiie-evod men, and sent them into bat- 
tle with Turki^ih baslii baoukfi and ar- 
tillery behind then), with orders to 
ahoot down every njan who attempted 
• to run away. This, plan for infusing 
'courage into the soldiery has been tried 
so often that it has ceased to have any 
effect. Tlie fellah would as lief he shot 
by the enemy in his rear as by the one 
in the front. P>y nature the most sub- 
missive of all male creatutes, the fel- 
lah never shows signs of disobedience 
up]ti1 brought into the neighborhood 
of the enemy. I Le then braves any dan- 
ger from his superiors in order to gel 
out of bullfit range. Whole regiments 
iiave been known to nmtiny, murder 
their olKcers and disband when within 
a day's march of the opposing force. 
The naturally peaceful disposition of 
the Egyptian soldier has been cultivat- 
ed by the system which Mr. 'W'allace 
describes until he has reached the very 
pinnacle of timidity, There are no ex- 
tremes of cowardice for him to conquer. 
He hna surmounted them all. — N. Y. 
Post.
